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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that Ho et al. (US 5,943,621 ) 
does not teach or disclose "receiving registration from the mobile station when a number of cells identified in a first list is equal to a 
predetermined limit". The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Ho teaches that when a mobile station detects a cell boundary crossing, the 
ID of the new cell is added to the top of a movement history register and a path length counter in a path length register is increased by one 
(column 5, lines 5-8). When the value of the path length register equals the value of a movement threshold register a location update is 
performed by the mobile station (column 7, lines 10-15). The Examiner asserts that the movement history list and the path length 
counter/register operate in conjunction with one another, in other words, when a cell ID is added to the movement history list, the path 
length register is increased by one. Therefore the path length counter/register may represent the number of cells identified in the 
movement history register (first/cell list), and because the value of the path length counter/register is compared to a threshold 
(predetermined limit) in order for the mobile station to perform a location update (receive registration from the MS), the limitation "receiving 
registration from the MS when a number of cells identified in a first list is equal to a predetermined limit" is rendered. 
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
